ToAnthorue the banks temponril]^ to enspend speeie paymenti, and to reoeiTe 
and pay oat United States demand notee. 

Whibxa8» the eztBtiDg embarrassed^^ooDdition bf the financial 
affairs of the coantry, consequent upon the rebellion ; the Buspencion 
of specie payments by banks located at the marts of commerce ; the 
large issues of demand notes, at present irredeemable m coin by the 
gOTemment of the United States, presenting a state of currency un- 
precedented and noYel in the history of this country, the operation 
of which will withdraw from the banks of this state their basis of coin, 
destmctive to the public interest, and probably occasioning a suspen- 
noQ and the forfeiture of the charter of some of the banks of this 
state, thereby producing irremediable injury to the public generally, 
and to the banking institutions of the state ; therefore, 

SxonoH 1. Be it enacted by the General Aseemhly of the State of 
Okio, That until fifteen days after the resumption of specie pay- 
ments by the majority of the regular and legally authorized banks 
of issue in the city of New York (notice of which resumption shall 
be giyen by the proclamation of the goyemor of this state), or until 
this act shall be altered, amended or repealed by the general assem- 
bly, all the existing statutory proyisions now in force in thisi state 
prescribing penalties, remedies, and proceedings to be had against 
banks of issue in this state, in consequence of their failure to pay 
and redeem their notes of circulation with coin, be and they are 
hereby suspended ; and until the notice giyen by the goyemor's 
proclamation, or until such alteration, amendment or repeal of this 
act as aforesaid, the suspension of said banks, or any of them, 
to redeem their notes of circulation with coin, shall not operate to 
difest the title and right of any such bank to any of its rights, cred- 
its, property, money, securities or efifects, or to transfer the posses- 
aion of the same out of said bank or banks, or work a forfeiture of 
its charter : Proyided, that any bank in this state which shall fail, 
within thirty days from the passage of this act, to file with the aud- 
itor of state the written qpnsent of such bank to accept of, and be 
taxed by and in accordance with the provisi ms of the act entitled 
"an act to amend an act entitled 'an act for the assessment and 
tuation of property in this state, and for leyjiog taxes thereon 
according to its true yalue in money,* passed April 6tb, 1869," — 
vhich said act was passed April 4ih, 1861— shall, from and after 
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tbe exfuration of said thirty day^ forfeit all privileges intended to 
be conveyed by this act, and be subject from that time to all tbe 
penalties provided for in the act or acts under which snchlbank was 
organized. * 

8£0. 2. Until otherwise provided by law, it shall be lawful for 
any of the banks of this state to receive and pay out the notes of 
circulation of any of theQiolvent banks of this dtate» although in a 
state of suspension as aforesaid. 

8x0. 3 That it shall be the duty of said banls to receive and- 
pay out as money, the demand notes of the United States. 

Sxo. 4. Any solvent banking institution of this s^te, iivailing 
itself of the provisions of/this suspend'!^, act, ahall, duriog its con- 
tinuance in suspension under this act, if required by tl\e tressurer of 
state, furnish him with sight exchange, payable in New York, in 
coin, for its own nctes, in the proportion tbat the circulation of such 
bank bears to the circulation of all the solvent banks of this state, at 
a rate not exceeding one-half^ one per cent, premium, to t,he extent 
required to pay the semi-ai^wl interest on the present foreiffu debt 
of the state, and so much of the principal as is now or mayoe pro- 
vided for by law. ^ 

6x0. 6. The demand notes of the United States, and the notes of 
the solvent banks of this state, shall be received by the several county 
treasurers and treasurer of this state, and the same be disbursed by 
stich treasureis, and the treasurer of state, on all legal demands 
upon the same. \ * * - 

Sxo. 6. That, until otherwise provided by law, it shall be lawful 
for any bank, banker, broker, exchange broker, or other money ' 
dealer, or incorporated company, to put' in circulation the notes of. 
issue of the solvent banks of this state, although the sud banks may 
not be redeeming their notes in gold and silver coin, undel^the sus- 
pending power of this act : Provided, that no bank shall have the 
Denefit of this act aftisr neglecting or refusing to furnish its propor* 
tion of exchange required by the state, as provided for by this act, 
or after it shall refuse to take the demand notes of the United Slates ; 
and after the neglect or refusal as aforesaid, all such bapk or banks 
so neglecting or refusing, shall be subject to all tfee 'penalties to 
which ihey were Uable previous to the passage of.l^s act 

Sxo. 7. This act shall take effect from and afti^iits passage.

SscTiov 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Ohio, That wheneyer it shall be made to appear to any court in 
this state, that a person charged with aav crime or offense, who has 
entered into a recognisance to appear before such court and answer 
thereto, has enlisted in the serTice of the state of Ohio, or of the 
United States, as an officer or soldier in the war now pending, and 
is actually engaged in such seryice, it shall be the duty of said court, 
on the application of the bail or sureties in any such recognisance 
made, in person, in open court, to continue said crtmioal cause, and 
extend said recognisance, from term to term, during ihe existence of 
the present war, or until the person so charged with crime as afore- 
said, has been legally discharged from his enlistment and service in 
the army of the state of Ohio, or of the United States, as aforesaid ; 
and said continuance and extension shall not, in any manner, dis* 
charge or release the bail or sureties of the person so charged with 
such crime or offense, as aforesaid, froz% any liability on their said 
recognizance.

To enable persons in the military eerrioe of this skate, or in the United States, 
to transmit their pay to their fiimilies or fiieade. 

Sicnov 1. BaU enacted by the ffeneral AeeetMy ff Oe SUxU of 
Okhf That whenever any person or persons shall desire to pajr any 
money into the state treasury for the oenefit of the family or friends 
residing in this state, of any person in the military service of this 
state, or of the United States, and shall produce to the comptroller 
s descriptive list showing the name or names of the person or per- 
sons paying the same, and the amounts thereof, with the proper 
dengnation of their company and regiment, and the name or names 
of the person or persons for whose benefit such money is paid, with 
the plaee of residence and post office address of such person or per- 
sons respectively, it shall be the duty of the comptroller to certify 
laeh money into the state treasury, and of the treasurer of state to 
receive and receipt for the same in like manner as u required by 
liw in case of the payment into the treasury of the proper moneys 
of the state, and the oomptroller shall forthwith certify to the auditor 
of state a oopy of such oescriptive list, and on the delivery of the 
lame, and of the receipt of the treasurer of state to the auditor of 
state, the auditor shall charge the amount thereof to the treasurer, 
and transmit to the several county auditors a copy of so much of 
Slid list as may relate to the persons entitled to said money, residing 
in their respective counties. 

Sia 2. Each county auditor, on receiving said list, shall draw 
in order cm the auditor of state for the amount specified therein, in 
fsvor of the treasurer of his county, and charge the same to the 
eoimtj treasurer, and shall also, forthwith, by mail, or in such other 
manner as the commissioners of the county may direct, give to each 
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penoB enlitled Co reoeiTe any portion of said «iim» a written notice 
of its receipt into the county treasury* and shall thereafter* on the 
perFonal application or written order of such person* draw an order 
on tbe county Ireasurer for his or her portion. Ail orders so drawn 
shall be paid on demand from any moneys in the county treasury. 

8eo 3. On the presentation to the auditor of state of any order 
so as aforesaid* drawn upon him by the county auditor, he shall

It shall be the duty of eaoh county auditor* on the first 
Monday of each month* to transmit to the auditor of state a list or 
statement of the sereral sums paid by the county treasure^ from 
said fund* during the month next preceding* which list or statement 
shall be filed and kept in the office of the auditor of state ; and if 
any person entitled to a portion of sud money shall fail to demand > 
payment thereof withm three months after its receipt by the county 
treasurer* or after the delivery to him of the order on the auditor 
of state as aforesaid* such portion shall thereafter* on dt mand, be 
* paid to the person by whom the same was originally donated or paid 
into the state treasury* unless it shall have been previously demanded 
by the donee ; and if* at the expiration of the further period of six 
months, any portion of such money shall not have been demanded 
by any person entitled thereto* the same shall l^ returned and paid 
by the county treasuier into the state treasury* there to remain until 
demanded by some one of the persons entitled thereto as aforesaid, 
or their legal representatives.

SBonov L Be U enaettd hythe Oenmd Mitmiiy of th$ Siais of 
Ohio, That any printing or binding required to be done for the 
8tat«, not embraced in the fire olasaes epeoified in the act to provide 
for the execution and saperriBion of the state printing and binding, 
shall be snbject to the requirements and restrictions of said law ; 
and the oommissioners of printing may issue proposals therefor from 
time to time, as occasion may require* wheUier prorided for by law, 
or resolution of the Qoneral Assembly. 

Bio, € That section seventeen of the aot to which this is sup- 
plementary shall be construed so as to give the supervisor of the 
public printing the control of all work done pursuant to law» in the 
same manner as work executed for the executive departments is 
controlled by him under said section. He shall also be responsible 
for the correct proof-reading of the laws and executive documents, 
and for the order and style in which the latter shall be published ia 
volumes. It shall aleo be his duty to prepare and furnish suitable 
side-notes for the general laws* and indexes for the laws and docu- 
ments.

Sec. 34. Brigade inspectors shall be allowed such compensation 
by the board of appropriation as they shall decree jnst and reason- 
able, and members of brigade courts at the rate of two dollars per 
day, &>r their senrtces, for the period aforesaid. The qnartermaster- 
general and adjatant-genersl, for the prompt and fail discharffe of 
ul the duties enjoined upon them, shall each receire an annuJ^ sal- 
ary of two thousand dollars, to be paid quarterly, out of the state 
treasury, on the order of the auditor of state, approved by the com* 
mander-in- chief.

To provide a board of commiauonera to examine certain militaty claims, and 
making an appropriation for their payment 

SsonoH 1. Beit enacted by the Oeneral Aesemblf of the State pf 
Ohio, That the auditor of state, secretary of state and comptroller 
of the treasury, are hereby constituted a board of commissioners to 
ezamioe and adjust claims against the state, the payment of which 
is not otherwise provided for, arising out of militarr transactions 
under the following acts, namely : ** an act to provide for the defense 
of the state and for the support of the federal government against 
rebellion/' passed April 18, 1861 ; " an act to provide for the rapid 
organization of the militia of Ohio enlisted under the requisition 
of the president of the United States," passed April 23, 1861 ; 
«'an act to provide more effectually for Uie defense of the state 
against invasion,'' passed April 26, 1861 ; **Bn act to amend sec- 
tions two and three of an act entitled 'an act to provide more effect- 
ually for the defense of the state against invasion,' passed April 26, 
1861," passed May 8, 1861 ; ''an act relating to the organization 
of the militia volunteers called into the service under the act entitled 
'an act to provide for the rapid organization of the n>ilitia of Ohio 
enlisted under the requisition of the president of the United States,' 
passed April 23, 1861, and the act entitled * an act to provide more 
effectually for the defense of the state against invasion,' passed April 
26, 1861, "passed Mav 9th, 1861 ; and all other acts and parts of 
acts heretofore passed for the purpose of suppressing rebellion or 
resisting invasion, under the authority of this state or of the generid 
government. To said board shall be referred all clauns against tfie 
state, the payment of which u not otherwise provided for, arising out 
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of said military tranaactions under the acta aforesaid ; aD claims for 
damages to property arisinff out of the execution or attempted exe- 
cution of any order under Ae acts aforesaid, given by the goyemor» 
or by any other military officer appointed or commissioned by the 
goyemor ; all claims for pay of militia or yolunteers enlisted, ordered 
into camp or detained in camp by order of the governor, or any offi- 
cer acting by his authority, under any of the acts aforesaid, although 
such militia or volunteers may have been discharged without being 
mustered into service ; all claims for pay of persons serving as state 
militia or troops under any of the acts aforesaid, including all com- 
missioned and non-commissioned officers, surgeons and assistant 
surgeons, masicians and privates, while in the service of the state 
or United States, called into service, enlisted or appointed under 
either of said acts, for the time they are not entitled to receive com- 
pensation from the general government, computing such pay from 
the date of enlistment and service. And in determining the amount 
of pay to which any person so servinff may be entitled, said board 
shall be governed by the rates prescribed in the fifth section of the 
**act to provide for the rapid organization of the militia of Ohio 
enlisted under the requisition of the president of the United States,'' 
passed April 23, 1861 ; and where said section does not prescribe 
the rate of pay, the board shall fix it at such rate as may be just and 
equitable, having reference to the rank or grade of the claimant in 
the service ; but no claim shall be considered or allowed unless pre- 
sented within six months after the passage of this act, and clearly 
embraced in the foregoing enumeration of claims : Provided, that 
all claims for damages to property, arising out of the execution or 
attempted execution of any order given by the governor or other 
officer, shall not be paid by said board, but reported to the legisla- 
ture at its next adjourned session. 

Suo. 2. The said board of commissioners shall have power to 
call witnesses before them, and examine them under oaih, which 
oath each of said commissioners is hereby authorized to administer ; 
to require the production of books and papers ; to make all necessary 
rules and regulations, seneral or special ; and to decide all claims 
upon jast and eqtutable principles. Whenever said commissioners 
shall have decided upon, allowed or rejected a claim, or any part 
thereof, they shall indorse their decision thereon, which decision 
shall be final and conclusive, and shall not be re-examined. Each 
act or decision of a majority of the commissioners shall have the 
same force and effect as if made by all the members of the board. 
Said board shall receive no compensation for this service, but is 
hereby authorized to employ a competent clerk and fix his compen- 
sation, not to exceed six hundred dollars per annum, which shall be 
paid from the appropriation contained in this section ; and there is 
hereby appropnated from any money refunded, or, if that be insuffi- 
cient, from that which may be refunded by the United States, as 
aforesaid, the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, to pay the 
claims which may be allowed by said board of commissioners. 

Sxo. 3. Until a sufficient amount of money to meet the appro- 

t nations contained in this act shall have been received from the 
Fnited States, the auditor of state may, and he is hereby authorized, 
if he shall deem it exfjedient, temporarily to transfer from the gen- 
eral revenue fund to the military rand, such portion of said general 
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revenue fond, not required or authoiized by law to be used for otber 
purposes, as may be deemed necessary to pay said appropriations. 

8ec. 4. The powers berein conferred upon said board sball end 
on the fifteenth day of December, A. D. 1862, on or before which 
day it shall report the results of its investigations to the governor, to 
be by him presented to the next general assembly. The said board 
shall take and preserve vouchers of all claims allowed, in the proper 
form, and with a view to having the same refunded by the United 
States. 
Sec. 5. This act shall take efifect from and after its passsge.

PreBCiibing the fees of county aaditors. 

Section 1. Be U enacted hy the General AeeemUy of the State of 
Ohio, That the several county auditors in this state shall hereafter 
receive compensation per annum for their services as follows : In 
counties having by the last preceding enumeration of male inhabi- 
tants above the age of twenty-one jears, taken under the authorities 
of this state, no more then two thousand four hundred such inhabi- 
tants, the county auditor shall receive eight hundred dollars for each 
year ; and in counties having more than two thousand fcur hundred 
such inhabitants, the auditor shall receive the like sums respectively, 
and in addition thereto shall receive for each year the sum of forty 
dollars for each additional two hundred such inhabitants above twen- 
ty-four hundred in such county ; such compensation to be paid out 
of the county treasury, on the order of the county commissioners : 
Provided, that the county commissioners shall liave power to make 
such additional allowance for compensation, not exceeding twenty- 
five per cent, on the amount allowed by this act, out of the county 
treasury, as they may deem necessary and proper for clerk hire in 
tho€e years in which real estate appraisements are made, whenever, 
in their opinion, the compensation allowed by this act is not sufficient 
to pay for the same ; and the compensation to be allowed according 
to the provisions of this act to county auditors, after the taking of 
any future enumeration of male inhabitants over twenty-one years 
of age, under the authorities of this state, shall be as herein estab- 
lished in every county according to its population as herein classified, 
as ascertained from time to time by such enumeration : Provided, 
that the county commissioners of counties having more than thirty 
thousand such malQ inhabitants may allow from the county treasury

or transfer of land for taxation, to be paid by persons requiring the 
same, ten cents.

compensation of county auditors," passed February 7, 1861, be and 
the same is hereby repealed : Provided, that this act shall not affect Provisa 
the right of any county auditor who may have entered upon the 
duties of his office on or after October 1st, 1861, and before the 
taking effect of this act, to the per annum compensation named in 
said act so repealed, during his term of office, nor to affect the com- 
pensation of any county auditor who may have entered upon the 
duties of his office prior to October 1st, 1861, except that any such .

ceedings in the nature of a foreclosure of mortgage, against any lessee of any of 
the ministerial lands within said township, or their heirs or assigns, to which pro- 
ceedings any sub-lessee thereof, and any other person claiming or having any inter- 
est therein, shall be made parlies. 

Sao. 2. That in any such proceedings the court shall find the amount due for 
rents upon any originad lease of said section, and declare the same a lien on said 
lease-hold estate, and may order the entire lease-hold estate to be sold ; but where 
any sub-lessee has paid rents upon any particular part of any such lease, or may 
before s^Ue pay such rents as may be found due on the whole or any part of such 
lease-hold premises, the court may exempt such parts of the lease-hold estate from 
sale, and such court may order a subdivision of any of such leased premises, or au-

Rseoiwed hy the Gemrcl AseemUy of the State of Ohio, That the supertnten- 
dests of the several benevolent institutions of this state, and the reform farm, be 
and they are hereby required to report to the adjourned session of this General 
Assembly the names and salaries or each of the officers, teachers and employees 
of their respective institutions, and an account of the financial condition of the 
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same ; in wbich account they shall credit the said institutions with the net balance, 
only, remaining from former appropriations, after pacing all debts due and owing, 
or created, in the fiscal year ending on the 15th day of November, 1861. They 
shall also debit the said institations with the several amounts of appropriations and 
dates of each, made for the current fiscal year, commencing Nov. 16, 1861, the 
amount of all moneys which shall be receiyed in said fiscal year, from pay pa- 
tients, work, or otherwise belonging to th^ state as connected with said institu- 
tions ; against which they shall credit their expenditures during said year. They 
shall also furnish a detailed statement of the amount of indebtedness of said insti- 
tutions for said year, if any such remain unpaid at the dose of said year, and if 
any amount due and uncollected on account of the institutions as aforesaid ; and 
that all future reports of such institutions, as required by law, shall contain such 
a statement of its financial afifairs for the preceding fiscal year or years embraced 
in said report, contaming a statement of the amount paid to officers, teachers, 
and employees, in a separate table from the other expenses in said institution.
